3. Action : CIA will call a meeting of IAC representatives 
to discuss possible changes in title and to examine the draft 
with a view to deleting objectionable portions. 

U. Discussion : Although it was generally agreed that the 
JCS and others need a paper of the scope of the proposed estimate, 
there was considerable feeling that, as presently drafted, the 
estimate goes beyond the province of intelligence in undertaking 
to assess the adequacy of approved U. S. plans. It was pointed 
out that the subject would be entirely appropriate were it not 
for the fact that the U. S. itself is involved.. The suggestion 
was made that the estimate be limited to an appraisal of the 
ability of the NATO countries to meet their commitments or to a 
discussion of their projected military capabilities.. Published 
statements on the size of the U. S. contribution could be used as 
the basis for an estimate of reaction in the NATO countries. 

Distribution of Estimates 

■ 5. It was stated that those agencies needing more copies of 

Special Estimates (SE series) could generally obtain them on request. 

6. The question was asked as to what was the practice on 
sending NIE's to overseas posts. It appeared that the military 
departments are now sending them to their major overseas commands 
and that the State Department would begin to forward them to 
selected missions. 
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
